City of Evil Legend Proves to 
World Not All Her Great 
and Rich Are Thaws 
and Coreys. 


28 MEN ON HONOR ROLL. 


Chamber of Commerce Parades 
Virtues ,of Names World 
Known and Untarnished 
by Scandal. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 4.—[Special.]—Pitts- 
burg’s long expected “ virtue banquet " was 
given tonight, at which twenty-eight men 
whose names are known throughout the 
world in the flelds of art, industry, science, 
and statecraft were the guests of honor of 
the chamber of ecommerce. . 

The “virtue banquet’ was arranged by 
the chamber of commerce to prove to the 
world that Pittsburg’s prominent men have 
not ali made records as co-respondents or 
homicides—that they were not all Thaws, 
Coreye, or Hartjes. 

In its announcement of the banquet the 
chamber of commerce said: 

“During the last few years the chamber 
has watched Pittsburg become known all 
over the world more through divorce and 
other court proceedings than through the 
performances of her citizens in the realms 
of art and science. Newspapers in various 
parts of the country and even in foreign 
lands have been twitting the city and mor- 
alizing on what they term the lack of quali- 
ties of the higher sort tn Pittsburg. 

“There are men of international fame who 
once counted and some who still count 
Greater Pittsburg territory as their home, 
To bring these men together face to face, 
and to show the world in a strikingly dra- 
matic way that Pittsburg has men whose 
international fame was not gained by tcan- 
dalous exposures in court proceedings is the 
intention of the chamber of commerce.” 


Tried to Find Fifty; Couldn't.

At last, however, 
they announced they had found twenty-eight 
men who would pass muster.

ALL ABOUT THE SNIFF. KISS 


It and the Lick Variety Once the 
Vogue, Professor Says. 


LIPS LONG WERE NEGLECTED 


Sage Yale Expert Recalls Old Ways 
for New Spring Spooners. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 4.—[Special.]—That 
in early times the kiss was really a sniff and 
a lick was the novel statement made by Prof. 
Hopkins of Yale university today before the 
American Oriental society now in session In 
this city. 

The title of this iconoclastic—to springtime 
lovers, at least—address was ‘‘ The Sniff 
Kiss,”’ and proved to be an instructive disqul- 
sition on the progress of osculation in ancient 
India, from the time when the affectionate 
sniff at the beloved object of the caressing 
lick sufficed to express affection, down to the 
later period, when nothing Dut a full blown 
kiss would serve the turn of friend or lover. 
Prof. Hopkins quoted copious citationg from 
Vedas and from later amatory, Sanskrit lt- 
erature to prove the evolution of the kias. 


Sniff Kiss Still in Vogue. 

* Osculation proper,’’ said Prof. Hopkins, 
“was preceded by a sniff and a, lick stage, 
although after kisses became common the 
sniffs grew correspondingly rare. 

“There was apparently a state of s0- 
clety in ancient India,” eaid Prof. Hop- 
kine, ‘‘in which kissing in the modern 
way was unknown. In the old Vedas 
we have no word corresponding to our 
kiss. Words for a corresponding display of 
affection mean, variously, touch, smell, sniff, 
as a cow does acalf. The fond father is en- 
joined on returning from a journey to sniff 
affectionately three times at the head of 
hia child, In the late Vedas men have learned 
to kiss. Lovers are instructed to put mouth 
to mouth. In the books treating of lovemak- 
ing from a scientific standpoint we hear 
nothing about sniffing. 


Great Stuff for Philologists.

SEND DETECTIVE FOR PRISONER. 
Following the receipt of information mo 
New York yesterday that Frank ahs 
stantine Jr., wanted in Chicago for the _ 
der of Mrs. Arthur W. Gentry, had — 
identified positively by Jacob Stein, the police 
immediately began preparations for bringing 

e prisoner to Chicago. 
 alecaanons John Sheehan, who aided in the 
capture of the “ car barn bandits,”’ started 
for New York in the afternoon, armed with 
extradition papers and the indictment charg- 
ing Constantine with murdering Mrs. Gen- 
try. Assistant Chief Schuettler also stafted 
for New York, leaving on a later train. They 
probably will reach New York late this 
afternoon. 

No time will be lost by the Chicago police 
in getting to the Raymond street jail in 
Brooklyn, where the prisoner identified as 
Constantine is held. It is probable Constan- 
tine will be on the way to Chicago before 
night. In that event, Lonetantine, for whom 
the police have hunted almost fifteen months 
ir all parts of the world, probably will be 
in a Chicago cell by tomorrow night. 


Wires Identification Is Complete. 


Soon after 1 o'clock Capt. O’Brien received 
the first information of the positive identi- 
fication of Mrs. Gentry’sslayer. It was given 
in the following telegram from John MeCau- 
ley, acting captain of detectives of the Brook- 
lyn Getective bureau: 

“Capt. P. D. O’Brien, Chicago: Jacob 
Stein has just identified prisoner under ar- 
rest here as Frank J. Constantine. Have 
papers prepared as rapidly ae possible for 
his extradition. Wire answer.”’ 

Detective Sheehan, who knows Constantine 
well, started for the eastern city at once. 
All doubts as to the positiveness of the iden- 
tification which the police may have had 
were dispelled when the following telegram 
from Capt. McCauley was received by Capt. 
O’ Brien: 

“Prisoner we have under arrest here has 
confessed to me that he is Frank J. Constan- 
tine. McCavuLer.” 

Later Assistant Chief Schuettler received 
the following telegram from BStein, who is a 
motorman in New Yorkend formerly worked 
with Constantine when the latter was a 
motorman: 

“IL have identified party held here. Am 
positive he is Constantine. Accept congrat- 
ulations. JacosB STEIN.” 


Scoffs at Suicide Story. 


Upon receipt of this information Assistant 
Chief Schuettler boarded a train for New 
York. Before leaving he spoke of efforts 
the po have made tn trying to capture 
the fugitive, and scoffed at the tale told 
by Constantine in New York that Mrs. Gen- 
try committed suicide. 

“That suicide story is all bosh,” said the 
aesistant chief. “It would have been prac- 
‘tically impossible for Mrs. Gentry to almost 
sever her head from her body. That was 
the condition in which her body was found.” 

“ He will have a fine chance to prove Mrs. 
Gentry committed suicide,” said Capt. 
O’Brien. “The suicide tale ts absurd.” 

Other police officials are of the same opin- 
fon. The police possess a strong point against 
Constantine in a blood stained coat which, 
the police say, the murderer wore on the day 
he slashed Mrs. Gentry’s throat with a razor. 

Detective Sheehan carried with him a hig 
yore of leg irons and a pair of reinforced hand- 
cuffs. . 

“TI am going to take no chances whatever,” 
he said. “ He will never have a chance to 
escape once I get my hands on him.” 


Felt Certain of Identity. 


From the time Constantine was arrested 
fn Brooklyn, as he was about to board a 
steamer for Italy, the Chicago police have 
felt certain that the right man was captured 
at last. 

Earlier in the day it had been arranged to 
haye Robert Casey, 1478 Roscoe boulevard, 
accompany Sheehan to New York. Casey 
became acquainted with Constantine while 
running the elevator in the apartmeft builld- 
ing at 578 La Salle avenue, in which Con- 
stantine lived with the Gentrya. 

Arthur W. Gentry, husband of the mur- 
dered woman, conferred with Capt. O’Brien 
in the morning. He said he could not go to 
New York because of his business, and that 
his health was such he feared a long rail- 
road journey. 

“I am glad the murderer of my wife is 
captured at last,’ he said later tn the day. 
“It has been a long chase, and he should be 
brought to speedy justice. I felt all the timé 
the man in Brooklyn was Constantine.” 

Mr. Gentry lives at the Alexandria hotel, 
Rush and Ohio streets, and is an insurance 
solicitor with an office at 90 Dearborn street. 

“The story he tells that my wife com- 
mitted suicide is nonsensical,’ continued Mr. 
Gentry. “ The circumstances and the con- 
dition of my wife at the time point to no other 
conclusion than that she was murdered. 
Suicide is an impossible theory in view of the 
facts.”’ 


Arrest Many in Lomg Chase. 


Since the murder of Mrs. Gentry, which oo- 
curred on Jan. 6, 1906, the police have led a 
long chase for Constantine. Suspects have 
been arrested all over the country. Detec- 
tives were sent to more than thirty cities and 
almost as many states trying toidentify sus- 
pects. Until in the present instance the po- 
lice were baffied in their hunt. 


the capture was at Poughkeepsie, N. Y., al- 
most a year ago. At that time Fritz Con- 
stantine, a brother of the murderer of Mrs. 
Gentry, was arrested and identified as Mrs. 
Gentry’s slayer by Miss Helen Kirsch of 
Chicago. The police finally were compelled 
to release him. 

In their search for Constantine the police 
flooded the world with circulars printed in 
all European and every important eastern 
language, including Japanese and Chinese. 
Photographs also were sent to all parts ofthe 
worid. 


Motive for Crime Unknown. 


Mrs. Gentry was murdered in her apart- 
ments, 578 La Salle avenue, just before noon 
on Jan. 6, 1906. The murderer cut her throat 
with a razor and nearly severed her head 
from the body. The police have been unable 
to discover a motive for the crime. 

At the time the murder was committed 
Mrs. Gentry and Constantine, who was a 
roomer, were alone in the apartments. Mrs. 
Gentry was dressed for the street, having in- 
tended to visit her mother, Mrs. Mary 
Hughes, 728 Wells street, when she was at- 
tacked. 

With her hands clasped over the gash in her 
throat, Mrs. Gentry staggered down the 
stairs and rang the bell to the apartments 
occupied by Dr. Daniel J. Doherty on the 
floor,below. When Dr. Doherty opened the 
door saw Mrs. Gentry leaning against the 
wall with blood fowing down the front of her 
clothing, 

“ He-cut-my-throat,"" gasped Mrs. Gentry 
and pointed upstairs. Then she sank to the 
floor. 

Dr. Doherty carried her into his rooms and 
attempted ‘to stop the flow of blood. The 
woman died In a few minutes. ' 

In the meantime the physician heard the 
scuffie of feet on the floor upstairs. The 
police were notified at once and soon ar- 
rived. Constantine had fled. A bloody razor 
war found in Constantine's room. 


Find Many Traces of Him. 


Detectives were sent on the fugitive’s trail, 
which led through circuitous routes. It was 
discovered that he had bought a cap on 
North avenue and had visited the Sherman 
house and a pawnbroker’s, where he at- 
tempted to pawn a diamond ring. A pair of 
bloody cufis were found in the alley be- 
hind the house in which the murder was 
committed. On the Tuesday following the 
murder @ blood stained overcoat belonging 
to Constantine was found by fhe police. 

Constantine had been a lodger in the Gen- 
try home some weeks. His conduct was such 
that it was thought he was a young man 
with a large sum of money. 

Mrs. Gentry had been married six ths, 
Prior to her marriageshe was an artist.

not be named Two days ago Dr. L. Blake 
Baléwin was mentioned for health commis- 
‘sioner, but his appointment is sald not to be 
under consideration. , 

In fact, Mr. Busse said he had not taken 
up the matter of an appointment to this of- 
fice. He_is .likely to leave the selection 
largely to a committee of physicians. - 

Just now the mayor-elect is more busy 
closing up his business in the postoffice than 
anything else. He will not be able to do this 
for several days. “They move slow in 
Washington” was the way he put it last 
evening. 


Campbell Probably Postmaster. 

The report that Senator Dan Campbell is 
to succeed Mr. Busse as postmaster was 
practically confirmed. James Pease was 
slated for the place, but he announced he 
could not accept it on account of bad health 
and pressing private business, and Senator 
Cullom has recommended Mr. Campbell in 
his place. “The news from Washington is 
that Senator Hopkins will join in the recom- 
mendation, and in all probability Senator 
Campbell will be appointed. 

Applications for office under the incoming 
city administration are beginning to come in 
fast. The civil service commission seems 
to be a place many of the applicants are 
looking for, and a democrat among others 
made known his desires. He was Todd Luns- 
ford, who was in the corporation counsel's 
office under Mayor Harrisen, and the ex- 
mayor indorsed his application. 

As there is but one member of the com- 
mission tO be named next July, it is difficult 
to see how the remainder of the aspirants can 
be accommodated. 


Brundage Alm6st a Certainty. 

Whom he shall appoint as corporation 
counsel is a matter Mr. Busee is considering, 
and there is a great prospect that Mr. Brun- 
dage will be the man.

Sends Resignation as Postmaster. 


Mr. Busse sent his letter of resignation as 
postmaster of Chicago to President Roose- 
velt at night. He dictated it late in the 
afternoon to Miss Bertha Duppler, his pri- 
vate secretary, who came over from the post- 
office to Mr. Busse’s residence at 391 Sedg- 
wick street with a big manila envelope full 
of postoffice business.

Mayor Dunne presided last night over his 
last city council meeting.

Light on City Pay Rolls.

“Could Not Abandon Chief.’’ 


The following is the letter of resignation 
submitted by Col. Lewis: 

The Hon. Fred A. Busse, Mayor-elect—My 
Dear Sir: 

May I have the honor to bring to your attention 
that for some time past personal demands upon 
me, coupled with the necessity to regard my 
physical health, impelled my resignation from 
this office of corporation counsel, and, beginning 
with September last and repeated in January of 
this year, and more lately for March, I sought to 
be excused from these duties and return to private 
practice. I only consented to remain to the elec- 
tion, because I could not consistently abandon 
my chief when he had become engaged in conflict. 

Could I take the exceeding liberty to suggest 
to you that I would be glad to be relieved of 
my duties as early as possible. However, I wish 
you to understand that I will gladly remain a 
sufficient number of days to induct my successor 
into all the details of the office, so that the public 
business may not be confused, and to remain such 
other days as should be necessary for him to get his 
private business so.arranged as to enable him to 
take the office, or any other number of cays that 
you and myself may conclude necessary for the 
welfare of the public service. 

Certain private matters, however, which have 
been pending for some time and which await my 
severance from official duties to accept them, com- 
pel me, from a point of personal advantage to 
myself, to bring to your honormble attention my 
desire to be relieved as early as your honor can 
permit such consistently with what we both must 
recognize public welfare in such an office as the 
corporation counsel's. I have the honor to be, 
with respect, very obediently,

Last Appearance Next Week.

Griesbach’s license was contested on the 
ground that he had not secured the neces- 
sary number of frontage consents.

LEWIS NONSUITS 
AGAINST M’INERNEY. 


COL. 


Defeats Work of Citizens’ League, 
Which, After Months of Effort, Was 
Confident It Had Eyidence That 
Would Convict Alderman-Elect of 
Selling (Liquor to Minors-—Corpora- 
tion -Ceunesel Says Action Must Be 
Brought Through the City. 


When Michael McInerney, alderman-elect 
in’ the Thirtieth ward, was a candidate, nt 
obtained a continuance for one month on five 
charges of selling liquor to minors at his sa- 
loon, 4163 Halsted street. Yesterday all the 
cases were nonsuited at the order of Corpora- 
tion Council J. Hamilton Lewis. 

The action was a bombshell in the camp of 
the Citizens’ league, which was responsible 
for the prosecution, es well as for City Prose- 
cutor Howard 8. Taylor, whoihad said the 
cases were of the worst variety of charges 
against saloonists, and had €xpressed his de- 
termination to vigorously prosecute them. 

Eight similar charges against William 
Burns, saloonkeeper, 4223 Haisted street, also 
were nonsuited. Announcement of the decis- 
jon to abandon prosecution of the cases was 
made to Municipal Judge Lantry, in whose 
court the cases were set, by Michael F. Sul- 
Hvan, assistant corporation counsel. Mr. 
Sullivan said the city prosecutor was only a 
subordinate of the corporation counsel. 

Confident He Could Convict. 

A. W. Gillett, general agent of the Citizens’ 
lkeague, was prepared to take up the cases 
in conjunction with'the city prosecutor when 
‘the decision of Col. Lewis was announced. 
He had his witnesses ready, he said, although 
the cases, which were started on Dec. 22, had 
been given numerous continuances. He said 
he would have no difficulty in establishing the 
coal of the children to whom liquor had been 
sold by the defendants, and expressed con- 
fidence in his ability to obtain convictions. 

One of the continuances, according to Mr. 
Gillett, was granted McInerney on March 5 
because of the defendant’s candidacy for 
alderman and his desire that he should not 
be bothered with such trifies in the campaign. 


Col. Lewis Explains Action. 

Col. Lewis said last night he had ordered 
that nonsuits be taken in the Burns and Mc- 
Inerney cases because they were irregularly 
brought, 

“ All such prosecutions should be in the 
name of the city of Chicago and not by in- 
dividuals, ‘leagues, societies, and the like,” 
he said. “The Citizens’ league can have 
these cases brought through the city and 
furnish the witnesses, but that is the only 
way [amgoing toallowit. Thishas been my 
system ever since I have been corporation 
counsel.”’

RUNS AWAY WHEN TEACHER 
“SWEETHEART” LEAVES. 


Lad 10 Years Old Confesses Infatua- 
tion in Court—Says He Didn’t Like 
to Go; “There’a No Use Doing Any- 
thing Any More’’—Tells Judge He 
Would “Do Anything for Her, but 
Now She’s Gone and He Don’t Know 
Where”’-——Lives on Streets. 


Because his teacher “sweetheart” left 
school, Willie Drain, 10 years old, became 
a truant, he told Judge Mack in the Juvenile 
court yesterday. 

For three months he had attended steadily, | 
Then Miss Annie Lambkin, 36 years old, for- 
merly a teacher in the Jewish Training 
school, left. He refused to have a new 
teacher. The boy’s confession was made in 
all seriousness, and caused a smile in the 
courtroom. He+»was placed in care of the 
children’s hospital. 

Probably Miss Lambkin is “unaware of 
Willie's truancy, and that she was the cause 
of it. When she left the school two weeks 
ago Willie staid away from the room where | 
he had studied in an endeavor to forget his 
heart troubles, he@aid. Since the disappear- 
ance of the object of his affections the boy 
has spent sleepless nights on the street. 


Mother Ignorant of Trouble. 


His mother, Annie Drain, 223 West Four- 
tecnth place, tried to learn the reason for 
the change in the boy but failed. He desired 
to be alone with the memory of his lost 
love, and chafed at the slightest restraint. 
While awaiting a hearing of his case he 
tried to escape. In the afternoon he made 
several other attempts to leave the room 
where he was held. 

Willie had confessed to no on@ that he was 
not heart whole and fancy free, but when he 
reached Judge Mack’s desk he found the 
burden too heavy. He desired to share it 
with some one that his conduct might not 
be too harshly judged. 

“ Tell me,”’ the court said, “ why don’t you 
go to school?”’ 

“I don't like to any more,” Willie answered. 
* There’s no use doing anything any more,” 


Cries for His “Sweetheart.”’ 


“QO, come now, don't cry,"’ Judge Mack 
urged. “Isn't your teacher all right?’ 

** Yes, she was my sweetheart.’’ 

“Your swetheart? Then why don't you 
go to school?” 

“She's gone now. I would go every day if 
she werethere. I'd doanythingforher. But 
now she’s gone, and I don’t know where.” 

Then Willie gave full vent to the tears 
which he had with difficulty restrained while 
confessing iis love. Judge Mack learned 
the remainder of the story from Migs Julia 
J. Robbing, probation officer, who had in- 
vestigated the case.

Promises to Forget His Love.

JOLIRT PRISON 18 LAUDRD 


MRS. MAYBRICK SAYS IT IS ONE 
OF THE BEST IN AMERICA. 


Although Most of the Penitentiarics 
im the United States Are Superior 
to Those in England, She Declares 
Solitary Confinement in Its Worst 
Form Is Practiced in Philadelphia 
—The Next Worst Place’ of ‘Con- 
finement Is at Sing Sing. 


America’s advancement in prison reform 
and the need for further work along this 
line was discussed last night by Mrs. Flor- 
ence E. Maybrick in a lecture at Orchestra 
hall for the benefit of Chicago Union hos- 
pital. The fecturer said the penitentiary 
at Joliet is the best managed and arranged 
of any of the twenty-seven she has visited 
since her release from the British prison, 
where she was confined for fifteen years. 

‘While most of American prisons are far 
guperior to those of Europe, there is still 
room for much Improvement,” said Mrs, 
Maybrick. ‘‘ Solitary confinement is the re- 
finement of fiendish cruelty, yet it,is found 
in its worst form in the penitentiary at Phil- 
adelphia. 

‘The next worst prison is Sing Sing, where 
men are confined in dark, damp cells, the 
walls of which are lined with germs of tuber- 
culosis. The New York penitentiaty at Au- 
burn is nearly as bad. Both of these were 
constructed about 1820, and the ganitary con- 
ditions remain todaygmactically as they were 
then. 

Tllinois Prison Ranks High. 

“TY had heard much of Joliet from people 
in the east, and had supposed it was about 
the same as Sing Sing, but on my recent 
visit there I was amazed, The way your 
prison is managed is wonderful, and the 
way the men there obey orders shows the 
man at the head of it has a,master mind and 
a heart. I was there at dinner, and tasted 
the food, which, I am glad to say, was as 
good as anything you could get in a first 
class restaurant. 

“The best thing about Joliet, however, is 
the industrial work. There has been a tre- 
mendous fight against this, but it is the 
salvation of the prisoners. When the labor 
unions demanded that all labor should cease 
28 per cent of the prisoners went Insane, It 
is a sad thing that men, for the sake of 
gain, will condemn their fellow men to the 
madhouses.” 

To Reform Juvenile Offenders. 

Mrs. Maybrick suggested that one way of 
dealing with juvenile offenders is by means of 
Big Brother clubs, such as the one recently 
organized in New York. 

In these men of reputation and standing 
make themselves responsible for the boys 
who are breught before the Juvenile court. 
Fach man is given a ward to instruct in 
right living and she declared much good has 
been accomplished.

Demand for Nine Hour Day Is 
Abandoned at Suggestion 
of Federal Mediators. 


The following correspondence regarding 
the settlement of the strike on the westera 
railroads entering Chicago was made public 
in Washington last night: 

“Chicago, Ill., April 4, 1907.—President 
Roosevelt, Washington — Complete settle- 
ment effected. Result highly satisfactory. 
A distinct triumph for government mediation. 

** MarTIN A. KNAPP, 

“Chairman interstate commerce commission.

The president's reply was: 

“ Washington, D. C., April 4, 1907.—The 
Hon. Martin A. Knapp, chairman interstate 
commerce commission, and the Hon. Charles 
P. Neill, commisioner of labor, Chicago, Il. 
Am greatly pleased and heartily congratu- 
late you both. THEODORE RoOOsEeve.t." 

By the settlement of the railroad strike 
dispute yesterday President Roosevelt's 
peace envoys achieved a signal victory for 
the principle of conciliation in Sabor con- 
troversies. 

All danger of a tieup of the railroads of 
the west now is averted through an agree- 
ment effected late in the afternoon between 
the rail managers and their train service 
employés,. The pact was arranged by Chair- 
man Knapp of the interstate commerce com- 
mission and Commissioner O'Neill of the 
govyernment’s department of labor. It will 
be ratified formally today. 

Under the terms of the settlement the 
trainmen will secure an advance in wages 
of about 10 per cent, or 2 per cent less than 
was demanded. The employés waived their 
nine hour day request, which never was col- 
sidered seriously in the negotiations by either 
side. 

In round figures the railroad employés will 
profit $5,500,000 during the coming year from 
the concessions maiie by the companies. The 
number of men who will gain by the ad- 
vanced wage scales is close to 50,000. 


Settled Under Erdmann Law. 

Both sides to the controversy expressed 
themselves as highly pleased over the solu- 
tion accomplished by the. federal agents. 
They spoke without restriction in praise of 
the federal conciliation idea. 

“Undoubtedly this will mark an advance 
fn the settlement of all labor disputes, so far 
as the railroads and their employés are con- 
cerned,” said Ira G. Rawn, chairman of the 
general managers’ committee.” 

The Erdmann act, under which the govern- 
ment officials were empowered to intervene, 
incidentally promises to become an’ im- 
portant factor in labor troubles of this sort 
hereafter. Passed in 1898, the statute Was 
neglected for several years, until the pres- 
ent controversy induced the railroads to test 
its efficacy. It practically has secured the 
sanction of both the unions and the com- 
panies now, 

As expressed by Chief Garretson of the 
conductors’ order, the law, while not admit- 
ted to be mandatory, represents the position 
of the public and therefore is deserving of 
respect by the unions. 

“IT feel safe in saying the railroad unions 
always will have regard for the public fn- 
terest,”"’ sald Chief Garretson, “‘and they 
cannot submit their case, in any controversy 
with their employers, ‘through a better chan- 
nel than that provided by the Erdmann law.” 


Terms of the Agreement. 

The terms of the settlement agreed upon, 
while generally believed to be slightly to the 
advantage of the railroads, were acceptedas 
satisfactory by both the railroads and the 
employés. The most important concession 
made by the roads was the advance in wages 
of brakemen and flagmen in the passenger 
service. The pay of theese men was increased 
10 per cent, whereas they demanded a 1Z per 
cent advance. All other classes of labor 
were advanced about 10 per cent in the wage 
schedules. 

Specifically, the peace terms arranged were 
as follows: 

Passenger conductors to be raised $10 per month; 
baggagemen, $7.50 per month, and brakemen and 


flagmen, $6.50 per month. . 

Freight conductors and brakemen, increase of 10 
per cent, 

Ten hours to constitute a day's work, provided 
the distance of 100 miles is covered. Additional 
work to be paid as overtime pro rata. 

‘Pusher "’ and construction train service to be 


paid for on @ basis 10 per cent higher than at 
present. 


Praise for the Employes. 

It became evident early in the afternoon 
that the six days’ conference would come toa 
successfulissue. Then Chairman Knapp and 
Commissioner Neill sent a communication to 
Chiefs Garretson and Morrissey, represent- 
ing the men, informing them that their pro- 
posal, which was returned as a counter prop- 
osition late the day before, had been accepted 
by the railroad officials. 

The following note accompanied the mes- 


sage: 

“it is a great gratification to receive your 
communication, informing us of the action 
of your committee in accepting our proposi- 
tions to you as the basis of settlement of 
the controversy now pending between the 
railroads and their employés. 


“The propositions presented to you were

Friendly Relations Retained. 

In another note addressed to the general 
managers the federal commissioners ex- 
pressed themselves as feeling that the roads 
had shown a “sincere desire to promote 
friendly relations with their employés.”’ 

Commissioners Knapp and Neill probably 
will leave Chicago today for Washington 
having accomplished the peace mission on 
which they were sent by President Roosevelt

By this addition the drainage canal will be

Registration of Nurses Proposed.

Senator BDttelson introduced a bill to ap- 
propriate $150,000 for am armory buildins 
for the IMinols naval reserves, to be built 
on the site ceded in Chicago harbor for that 
purpose. 

Senator Campbell introduced a bill appro- 
priating $25,000 for a monument to the mem-, 
ory of John P. Altgeld, to be erected in Lin- 
coin park. 

The senate civil service committee has 
reported out the amendatory bill to the civil 
service act recommended by the state civil 
service commission.

The sal- 
ary of Secretary Joseph C. Mason of the 
commission is fixed at $3,500 by this bill. 


“WATERWAY TO GULF” THEME 
AT BANQUET OF PROMOTERS. 


Representatives from Fiftéen States 
Boost for Deep Channel from Great 
Lakes to Gulf. 


Elated over what they were inclined to 
believe their first big victory, the board of 
governors of the Lakes to the Gulf Deep 
Waterways association, which met in Chi- 
cago yesterday, adopted a resolution thank- 
ing President Roosevelt for the creation of 
the inland waterways commission. 

Fifteen members of the board, representing 
almost every state touched by the Mississippi 
river, attended the meeting at the Auditori« 
um Annex in the afternoon, and the ban- 
quet tendered them by the Commercial as- 
sociation of Chicago in the tower room at the 
Union League club last night. 

Ways and means for prosecuting the pro- 
ject of making a “‘ great inland sea” of the 
Mississippi river and of obtaining a perma- 
nent ship canal between Lake Michigan and 
the Gulf of Mexico took up the greater por- 
tion of themeeting. Finances were discussed 
at length and a special advisory committee, 
to be made up of the governors of al] the 
states in the Mississippi valley, with Gov. 
Deneen of Illinois as chairman, was decided. 
Memphis was selected as the place for the 
next convention of the organization, and the 
date was fixed at Noy. 21. 


Continue Discussion in Evening. 


Discussion of the project was continued at 
the banquet. All the speakers dwelt upon 
the prospects for the final success of the 
movement. Davis R. Forgan, first vice 
president of Ahe association, was toastmas- 
ter, and speeches were made by William K. 
Kavanaugh of St. Louis, president of the | 
association; Edwin 8S. Conway of Chicago, 
Dr. W. J. MeGee of St. Louis, a member of 
the inland waterways commisgion recently 
appointed by President Roosevelt; Congress- 
man William Lorimer of Chicago, who was 
hailed as the “father: of the association "’; 
Alexander Scott of Rosedale, Miss:; Walter 
H. ilson of Chicago, and several others. 

Enthusiasm was aroused when Toastmas- 
ter Forgan read a telegram just received 
from R. R. McCormick, chairman of the 
drainage board. It was dated at Peoria and 
read as follows: 

“Deep water association will be glad to 
know that Gov. Deneen, the Illinois-Michigan 
canal commission, and the sanitary district 
representatives today agreed on plans to 
extend deep waterway from Lockport to Lake 
Joliet.’’ 


Tells of Deneen’s Interest. 

Congressman Lorimer in his speech told of 
the interest of Gov. Deneen in the project, 
an@ what was to be expected from Chicago 
and Illinois. Mr. Scott, speaking for the 
south, and Mr. Wilson, who has only recent- 
ly returned from Panama, dwelt at length on 
the advantages which would come to Chicago 
and the entire Mississippi valley by the com- 
pletion of the two projects—the deep water- 
way from Lake Michigan to the gulf and the 
ship canal across the Isthmus of Panama.

TP BILL PASSES. 


McGoorty’s Measure Accepted 
by House Committee Aft- 
er Amendment. 


ANTI-TIP BILL IN FAVOR. 


Proposed Law Prevents Em- 
ployes or Agents from Ac- 
cepting Commissions. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill., April 4.—[Special.]—Rep- 
resentative McGoorty’s bill abolishing the 
grand jury has been accepted by the house ju- 
diciary committee with several amendments 
suggested by the subcommittee and will be 
reported into the house as a committee meas- 
ure. 

It would allow the calling of but one grand 
jury every year except in cases of emergency, 
when a judge may decide that-public neces- 
sity réquires a special grand jury investiga- 
tion. The system of indictment would be- 
come practically obsolete if the bill should 
become a law, and most of the prosecutions 
started by the state’s attorney would be by 
filing of information. 

It may be possible to pass the bill in the 
house, inasmuch as the amendments which 
have been made to it satisfy the objections 
which the republican members of the ju- 
diciary committee raised. It has the approval 
of Chicago democrats, who seem to regard 
the grand jury as a dangerous Weapon in the 
hands of republican state's attorneys. Inas- 
much as there has been a scarcity of demo- 
cratic state’s attorneys in Cook county, and 
inasmuch as it is not regarded likely that 
political conditions will change soon, the 
democrats are in favor of abolishing the 
system. 


Anti-Tipping Bill in Favor. 

The judiciary committee also voted favora- 
bly on Representative Schaefer's anti-tip 
bill, which is designed to prohibit employés, 
gervants, an@ agents from receiving tips, 
bonuses, &nd cemmissions, and to prohibit 
the offering of them. Mr. Scheefer said that 
such an act particularly was needed in the 
grain districts of Illinois, where shippers are 
held up by railroad employés. 

‘* Small dealers in the grain belt have a bad 
time getting cars,’’ he said. ‘‘ A dealer who 
will pay the conductor of a freight train $5 
can get cars, but a man who will not cannot.” 
, The bill amending the convict labor law by 
striking out a provision allowing the em- 
ployment of not more than 40 per cent of the 
convicts on goods for the open market has 
been placed in thé hands of a subcommittee 
consisting of Representativeg Riley, Behrens, 
Browne, Ireland, and Coyle. 


Says Agreement Was Violated. 


Representative Chiperfield, who introduced 
it and the labor men who want it passed, be- 
lieve the measure to be dead. 

"The action of the hduse committee on 
penal and reformatory: institutions was in 
direct violation of an agreement entered 
into,”’ said Mr. Chiperfield.

GILHOOLEY AND COMPANIONS 
MUST GO TO PENITENTIARY... 


Appellate Court Rules They Are Guilty 
of Conspiracy and That They Are 
Forced to Serve Sentences. 


Charles Gihooley and his companions must 
serve from one to five years in the peniten- 


pellate court handed down yesterday. The 
other defendants are Henry Newman, 
Charles Casey, Marcus Looney, Edward 
Shields, John Heiden, and Charles Deutsch. 

The defendants were found guilty of con- 
spiracy by a jury in the Criminal court.’ All 
are members of the Carriage Makers’ union. 
Caristrom was a nonunion worker and was 
assaulted-in April, 1905. 

In addition to the sentence Gilhooley was 
fined $2,000. Marcus Looney was fined $1,000 
and given a sentence, but the court held that, 
inasmuch as there has been no warrant {s- 
sued for the payment of the fine, Looney 
shall not pay it. ¢ 

In the trial George Meller pleaded gullty 
and the state’s attorney entered an order of 
nolle prosse.. Edward Feeley, Frank Novak, 
George Mullen, and George Miller also were 
defendants, originally, but were eithér found 
not guilty or not prosecuted. é 

Carlstrom “vas employed as a carriage 
maker in the factory of Fred L. Meckel, 
Thirteenth street and Wabash avenue, in a 
strike of the Carriage Workers’ union. In 
April, 1905, he was on his way to his resi- 
dence, 3234 Princeton avenue; and was at- 
tacked and severely beaten. Later he died.

Prof. George A. Vinton, elocutionist, wore 
his white waistcoat yesterday and the family 
heirlooms were used to hold together his 
immaculate cuffs. Zittle Annie Vinton was 
dressed in her best frock and her hair was 
neatly tied in freshly pressed ribbons. 

Prof. Vinton, elocutionist, has been trying 
for fifteen years to obtain a hearing from 
the board of education and ar? appointment 
as head of this department. Some of the 
old employés of the board with excellent 
memories and a reputation of veracity say 
that it was more than fifteen years ago that 
Prof. Vinton began to attend the meetings of 
the board, but fifteen is the average struck 
between the different estimates. 

During this period Prof. Vinton has earned 
the distinction of having attended more meet- 
ings of the school board than any living man. 
He used to confine his attention to the meet- 
ings of the full board, but when the Dunne 
uplift board came into power he saw his 
opportunity. Since that time he has attended 
every committee meeting, and between meet- 
ings has occupied a comfortable chair in the 
hall and bolstered up his hopes by enter- 
taining reporters with stories of adventures 
of his early life when he divided his atten- 
tion between administering medicines to sick 
horses and sailing over the seas. 


-Gets Letter from Ritter. 

Prof. Vinton recetved a letter from Presi- 
dent Emil W. Ritter of the school board the 
day before election in which President Ritter 
told him he would be aceorded a hearing on 
April 4 at6 p.m. So Prof. Vinton at once 
began to prepare for the occasion. He vated 
for Mayor Dunne, collected together all his 
books on “ vocal expression " and ‘‘ dramatic 
reading,’’ several volumes of poems, 400 or 
5600 testimonials, and three or four charts.

Hears Evidence That Collins 
Directed Mutilation of 
Police Records. 


STATION MEN TESTIFY. 


Declare They Received Personal 
Orders to Tear Out Pages 
of Order Books. 


The civil service commission “got the 
goods " on Chief of Police Collins late yes- 
terday afternoon when Sergeant Edward 
Phelan of central detail testified that Collins 
personally directed hinf'to tear out the leaves 
in the special order book containing the 
directions to the police of each precinct to 
count the Dunne posters. Sergeant Phelan 
said that in eighteéh years’ experience on the 
police force it was the first time he ever re- 


the records. 

Further evidence of how Collins managed 
to use the police force to further his own 
ends wa’ given by other policemen. But 
Phelan’s evidence supplied thei missing link 
in the investigation of Collins’ actions. 


Phelan Supplies Missing Link. 

Sergeant Phelan took the witness stand 
shortly after 5 o'clock. 

‘* Did ‘you last Friday, near 5 o'clock, trans- 
mit to the Harrison street, Desplaines street, 
West Chicago avenue, and other stations or- 
ders directing that certain pages of the spe- 
clal order book be torn out?’’ was the first 
question put to the witness. “If so, by whose 
orders?” 

‘‘By orders from the chief’s office,’”’ re- 
sponded Phelan. 

“The Chief asked me if I had any orders 
pertainfng to the mayor's lithographs. I was 
in the telephone room at thetime, I saidl 
didn’t know, but that I’d look and see.”’ 

“ Was it the chief himself talking?” asked 
Commissioner Wenter. 

‘‘Yes, it was the chief,’ responded Phe- 
lan. “I found that there were some such 
orders in the book, and then the chief said to 
‘get 'ém out of there right away.’ 

“I took the sheets out of the book and put 
them in a drawer. “The message to tear out 
the sheets I transmitted to the various divi- 
sion headquarters. When Sergeant Steel 
came to get the book for the election com- 
missioners the leaves already had been torn 
out. 

‘I have been eighteen years in the depart- 
ment and it is the“first time I ever heard of 
such a proceeding.”’ 


Told of Wheeler Order. 

Operator Frank J. Grady of the Harrison 
street police station testified to receiving the 
order from Pheland and retransmitting it to 
the precincts of the district. He said that 
he had torn out pages 57, 58, 61, and 62, but 
that he had told Inspector Wheeler about 
the order before tearing out the leaves. 
He was not positive about what Wheeler had 
said in reply, but in answer to questions put 
by Commissioner Wenter he hazarded a re- 
ply to the effect that Inspector Wheeler said 
* all right.” 

He said he was positive that the inspector 
at least made no objection to the order and 
evinced no surprise. Grady said it was the 
first order of the kind in his experience. He 
said that he was told to tear out the pages 
and put them away for “ future reference.” 

Lieut. Michael Kyan of the Harrison street 
police station said he did not know about 
the mutilation of the order book until long 
afterwards. 

Lieut. Wiliam Cudmore of ‘he West Chi- 
cago avenue police station’ said the leaves 
were removed without his knowledge and 
that it was the first order of the kind in his 
experience. 

Orders Given to Operators. 

Operator Edward Hunt of the West Chi- 
cago avenue station admitted tearing out 
the leaves. He said he was told to “say 
nothing ’’ about the order, and for that reason 
did not notify his superior officer. 

Capt. Joseph Kandzia, acting inspector at 
the West Chicago avenue station, was sur- 
prised to hear about. the mutilation of me 
order book, he said. **I asked Operator 
Hunt why he hadn’t said anything to me 
about it and he replied that he was told 
to keep still about it.’’ 

“Has it been customary to give orders 
to subordinates without the knowledge of

He quotes one as telling, Cardinal 
Richard, archbishop of Paris, that it was 
absolutely necessary that there be persecu-) 
tion. ' 

Mgr, Montagnini tells of a luncheon at the 
German embassy where the encyclical 
gravissimo was highly praised: Later M. 
Cochin told him he was convinced that Ger- 
many’s kindnesses to the pope constituted 
a conscious affront to the French govern- 
ment, against which he professes belief that 
European governments are united in a sort of 
holy alliance which would support Germany 
in a combat against socialism, the latter rep- 
resenting France. 

The ministerialists, while repeating that 
the papers disclose the vatican as moving for 
political agitation in France, do not use the 
word conspiracy. The clericals are at pains 
to deny in strong terms that any conspiracy 
against the republie is shown in the docu- 
ments. The moderates merely observe that 
it was not necessary to publish the papers 
to demonstrate that at the time of separa- 
tion the church interested itself in the elec- 


+ tions and sought to influence them. 


It should be pointed out that the discussion 
for the most part_js academic.

Explained at the Vatican.

ROME, April 4.—The vatican authorizes the 
statement that Cardinal Merry Del Val's let- 
ter encouraging demonstrations against the 
French separation law, prindted by the Paris 
Temps yesterday, merely referred to legal, 
peace fil demonstrations, such as protests and 
meetings, and not, as insinuated, intended to 
stir the anti-republicans to revolt against 
the government. 

It is pointed out in support of this that the 
letter is dated August, 1905, while the separa- 
tion law was not passed until December, 1906, 
and no'political demonstrations occurred 
until these by the inventories of church prop- 
erty in January, 1906.

FRANCE MAY USE PRESSURE 
TO KEEP UNCLE SAM INCUBA. 


Diplomatic Representative at Ha- 
vana Says There Will Be No Cer- 
tainty of Security in Republic. 


[BY CABLE TO THE cuickco TRIBUNE. } 


HAVANA, April 4—Sooner or later the 
American government will meet with press- 
ure from abroad regarding the Cuban situ- 
ation. The French minister here has in- 
formed Kis government that there will be 
no certainty of the protectfon of property 
if the’republic is reéstablished and the Cu- 
bane ere placed in control. The provisional 
government officials are not in accord with 
this view. French interests in. Cuba are 
quite large, and what Franee thinks may 
have considerable effect. 

It is learned further that certain powerful 
British interests recently asked the foreign 
office in London. to request permission from 
the United States to station three British 
warships in Cuban waters when the Ameri- 
cans leave. Great Britain, however, is not 
likely to make any such embarrassing re- 
quest, because the answer probably would 
be that America is able to attend to her 
own affairs, and, being responsible for Cuba’s 
conduct, she would preserve order and pro- 
tect property as at préseht. However, these 
f two instances show the feeling of..dis- 
quietude.. It is certain that the Americans 
will remain here until the summer of 1908. 

Politicians and business interests hope for 
a declaration of policy by Secretary of War 
Taft when he arrives here from Colon. He 
is expected to arrive on Sunday. Many 
think that the United States will abandon 
the policy of reéstablishing the government, 
but this is unlikely. 

About ten days ago a party of liberal lead- 
ers, all being generals of the late constitu- 
tional army, went to the eastern portion of 
the island on a campaign of harmony, try- 
ing to bring together the liberal factions 
headed by Alfredo Zayas and José Miguel 
Gomez. The mission ended in a fight, in 
spite of the fact that harmony was the 
watchword, and the police were compelled 
tointerfere.

Cossack Legions Pour Into St. 
Petersburg Upon Some

Prince Paul Dolgoroukoff already has been 
deprived of his rank for the same offense. 

Baron Korff is a professor of international 
law in the university at Helingfors, and he 
was formerly an attaché of the Russian em- 
bassy at Peking. He recently contributed a 
series of articles to the Rech defending the 
rights of the Finnish people. 

M. Tuchkoff is a prominent constitutional 
democratic deputy from Yareslav and one 
of the few members of this party holding a 
position at court.

As for the $50,000,000 combination which 
was first revealed by Senator Penrose at a 
dinner party, by him communicated to a fel- 
low senator from a western state, and by him 
dutifully filtered into the White house, it 
does exist today, as it hase existed for years, 
but it is extremely indefinite in ite organiza- 
tion, because the moneyed men of the coun- 
try always have been poor politicians, That 
is to say, they have found it easier to con- 
tribute indiscriminately to both sides and 
then make terms with the winner, by meth- 
og with which they are peculiarly acquaint- 


Senator Penrose Starts It. « 

It appears that at a recent dinner Senator 
Penrose of Pennsylvania, after having paid 
particular attention to the good things on the 
table, unfolded to those about him with the 
utmost circumstantiality the results of a 
combination by which, he said, “ we have it 
all fixed up to beat that man in the White 
house from now on.” Me declared the money 
was in the banks to carry on the campaign, 
and that in every state where there was a 
chance of beating Roosevelt with another 
candidate who did not represent Roosevelt's 
ideas at all that man would be backed finan- 
cially. 

In other states where such a plan could 
not be worked Penrosé said the state and 
M@strict conventions would be induced to 
declare for Roosevelt himself, but ‘without 
any second choice. Then, when the president, 
as he was expected to do, positively refused 
the nomination, the conspirators would step 
in, and, delegates having been released from 
their instructions; would secure their sec- 
ond and final choice for some man who would 
represent the extreme antithesis of the 
Roosevelt idea. | 

It was announced with becoming modesty 
by Mr. Penrose that he wouldbe the next 
chairman of the national conventidn, if the 
plan succeeded, and that he would look after 
the personal political interests of every man 
in the combination. 

Of course the “ favorite son” racket was 
to be worked to the utmost extent to prevent 
the president from securing an indorsement 
for any particular candidate who would rep- 
resent his own goyernmental policies. 
Wherever possible a favorite son was to be 
some friend of the president,. like Knox in 
Pennsylvania or Crane in Massachusetts, the 
sole idea being to prevent the solidification 
of any considerable number of states upon 
any one man who would be peculiarly satis- 
factory to President Roosevelt himself. 


Penrose Taken to Task. 

Tt is well understood that the day after 
the dinner et which these fantastic revela- 
tions were made, Senator Penrose, when re- 
proached by one of his fellow banqueters 
with his indiscreet talk, first wanted to 
know what be had said, and finally wound 
up im the cool of the morning after by say- 
ing that he hed $25,000 already in the bank 
for use in the particular state represented 
by the person who was talking to him, al- 
though that man was a personal friend of 
the president. Mr. Penrose at the same time 
declared the combination had no candidate 
and that its sole purpose was to beat Roose- 
velt and hie policies. 

Too much importance seems to have been 
attached to Senator Penrose at the White 
house. He ig not yet a national character 
and he never will become one. The real 
significance of his banquet talk lies in the 
fact that the combination he claimed to 
exist was based entirely on the “anything 
to beat Roosevelt’ idea. It had no candi- 
date of its own, which is an element of ab- 
solutely fatal weakness to any political 
propaganda. 

Nothing Could Stop It. 

If the $50,000,000 combination Mr. Penrose 
Greamed of existed, and went to the point 
of fomenting anti-third term opinion in the 
different states, nothing in the world could 
prevent the nomination of Theodore Roose- 
velt in 1908. It would be the worst thing 
the combination could do for its own inter- 
ests. A comvention with a majority of del- 
egates instructed im advance to vote for 
Roosevelt would be almost certaim to vote 
for him until the cows came home, and he 
might decline as often as he pleased under 
such conditions, for the convehtion would 
almost surely nominate him and go home, 
leaving it to Mr. Roosevelt himself to de- 
termine whether he would be president or 
whether a democrat—presumably Bryan— 
would be. 

When the proper time comes Mr. Roose- 
velt will undoubtedly, if he retains his 
origina] plan, absolutely prevent instructions 
for him in the different states, and, as far | 
as he can do so, in the districts. If he waits 
until the national convention meets, and 
any considerable number of delegates are 
pledged to support him for a renomination, 
it will be too late, and neither favorite sons 
nor the president’s own candidate nor the 
Penrose-Harriman-Rockefeller combination 
can prevent such a result.

MAY ABOLISH FLAT RATE. 


Proposed Measure Also Provides 
for M. O. and Share in Re- - 
ceipts by City. 


wa 


Recommendations that the proposal of the 
Manufacturers Telephone company is not 
feasible, and that an ordinance under which 
the Chicago Telephone company may operate 
be adopted, are made in a report of the spe- 
cial telephone commission submitted yester- 
day to the olty council committee on gaa, oil, 
and electric lights. 

The commission, appointeé three months 


ago, to investigate proposals of the two 
companies, has approved an ordinance 
drafted by Maclay Hoyne, which contains 
two main safeguards, providing, it is be- 
lieved, ample protection for the city and 
good service for the public. 

The first of ‘these reserves to the city 
the right reasonably to regulate rates at 
certain intervals. The second provides a 
limit to earnings of the company and requires 
that any exceas shall be paid to the city, 


Would Abolish Flat Rates. 
main points of the Hoyne ordinance 


are: 


Abolition of flat 

A share in the a, A to go to thecity. 

Books of the compeny to be kept open and sub- 
ject to supervision at any time by the city con- 
troller. 

Municipal ownership at the end of ten or fifteen 
years or at the expiration of the grant. 

The exaction of 10 centa for local calls by 
hotels, railroad stations, and other public 
places is forbidden. The ordinance express- 
ly provides that no higher charge than 5 
cents can be made under any ciroumstances 
for a message sent through a public tele- 
phone. A clause is also inserted which will 
forbid the furnishing of service to more than 
three subscribers by means of a single line. 


No Oharge When “Busy.” 

Provisions which deal with the question of 
rates, while framed for the eventual abolition 
of the flat rate, pay due regard to existing 
conditions. The company is compelled to 
continue ite present flat rate for business 
purposes until all lines have been equipped 
with meters for registering meseages, when 
the message rate service will go into effect. 
The company is further forbidden to make a 
charge except when a@ message has been 
tranemitted, preventing any charge where 
there has been a “busy” signal The oki 
** blue line district ’’ has also been abolished, 
making mileage charges in the future impos- 
sible, all sections of the city to be treated 
alike. 

Certain sections of the present ordinance 
have been retained, in particular that which 
provides that the telephone company shall, 
under no circumstances, combine with any 
other company in the same business, a sec- 
tion designed to prevent monopoly. The sec- 
tion which deals with the atringing of wires 
over private property hase also been retained. 


Power to Regulate Charges. 

Accompanying the draft of the ordinance 
is an opinion submitted by Mr. Hoyne in re- 
gard to certain points about which he had 
been asked by the committee. The vexed 
question of the city’s right to regulate rates 
was the main problem with which he was 
asked to deal. On this point he declared 
himself emphatically in behalf of the oity. 

Mr. Hoyne sets out thirteen reasons for his 
decision with the conclusion that the city 
* possesses the power to incorporatte in any 
ordinance granting the use of the streets to 
the Chicago Telephone company a clause fix- 
ing maximum rates and prescribing for their 
change in the future from time to time.”’ 

Assuming that this opinion is faulty, he still 
contends a rate regulating section would be 
enforcible if the telephone company ac- 
cepted the ordinance containing such a sec- 
tion. 

In recommending the Hoyne ordinance, the 
telephone commission also makes sundry 
additional recommendations and sets forth 
ite reasons for the rejection of the proposition 
made by the Manufacturers’ company. 

Three party line residence telephones are 
recommended for trial on the ground that 
they would give reasonably satisfactory serv- 
ice and would, in the opinion of the com- 
mission, be popular. Four party service 
would overload the lines, it is contended. 
The commission also recommends that, in the 
event of the Chicago Telephoné company 
being granted a franchise, the company be 
required to start a separate set of records and 
books of account relating to its business 
within the city of Chicago, and that these 
be arranged soc as to afford data to determine 
the average costs of the separate classes of 


service. 
Sees Delay in Change. . 


In regard to the Manufacturers’ eompany 
the report says: 

‘‘ A plant to replace the service of the Chi- 
cago Telephone company could be con- 
structed in less than double the time avaiil- 
able, and even that minimum of time would 
be so short as to result in confusion and in- 
convenience in the early months of opera- 
tion of the new plant. 

“The semi-automatic mode of. operation 
proposed by the Manufacturers’ Telephone 
company is substantially untried as a com- 
mercial arrangement for use on a large scale, 
and it is unwise to make an experimental trial 
in so large a plant as that required to give 
service to the entire city of Chicago. 

‘“ Methods of charging and rates proposed 
by the Manufacturers’ company are not 


adapted to enable the company to give first 


class service throughout the city and pay 
ordinary interest on the investment and the 
company’s operations. If extended through 
the city, it would ultimately result tn financial 
difficulties, or an application to the council 
for the privilege of changing its rates.” 

The report, which is signed by Dugald C. 
Jackson, William H. Crumb, and George W. 
Wilder, was formally referred to the new 
committee of the council, which will be ap- 
pointed immediately.

A sensation was caused in the courtroom 
yesterday when a deputy sheriff took from 
Howard Nicholas a long sheath knife and 
case. Nicholas was allowed the privilege 
of looking thropgh his suit case for some 
memoranda and found the knife. He made 
no effort to conceal it or to resist the officer: 
The knife was a foot long and aharp on 
both edges. 

For the first time since the trial opened 
Nicholas’ reputation as a theatrical manager 
was gone into im detail. The state sum- 
moned in its rebuttal Daniel Baker, a mem- 
ber of Nicholas’ company, which was strand- 
ed in Minneapolis the latter part of July, 
1006, after Nicholas had lost some $1,200 
in the venture. The company had been 
playing “‘ The Slave Guard.” 

** We traveled two months before the show 
*busted,’” said Baker. ‘“‘I was to get §lia 
week and traveling expenses. When the 
show broke up my salary. was seven weeks 
in arrears. I understand he paid the other 
members of the company, though.”’ 

“Whom did Nicholas have for a leading 
lady?” was asked. 

** Her name was Maxine Merrill.’’ 

** Do you know whether he was married?” 

* He traveled with Maxine Merrill, and said 
she was his wife,’ said the witness. On: ob- 
jection by Attorney Foos this anewer was 
stricken from the records. 


Aliases Denied by Leopold. 


Leopold was placed on the stand early in 
the day. He testified that he\never had gone 
under any other name than Leopold or Lip- 
pold. j,He emphatically denied the assumed 
nameg of “Glen Harding” and “*“*‘ Warren,”’ 
which have been connected with his identity 
by the state. 

In rebuttal the state placed two hotel men 
on the stand, showing Leopold had regis- 
tered under the name of Glen Harding. One 
said he never knew him by any other name. 
The state also produced a pawn ticket to 
show that Leopold had pawned a -watch 
under the name of Warren. 


Suicide Verdict Destroyed. 


Attorneys Foos and Gallion, for the de- 
fense, charged that there had been a con- 
spiracy to suppress evidence. Coroner Hoff- 
man testified that he did not know what had 
become of the original verdict of the jury 
that decided Margaret Leslie had committed 
suicide. He said that verdict was set aside 
by another which specified the cause of the 
death was murder. 

“The suicide verdict mysteriously disap- 
peared,”’ said Attorney Foos of the defense. 
‘“‘A clerk in the coroner's office told me it 
had been torn up. It was a plain case of try- 
ing to frustrate the defense’s plan to get 
that suicide verdict before the jury.” 

The testimony of Nicholas and Leopold

Head of Bank of America Said 
to Have Solicited with 
Fake $250,000 Check. 


ALLEGE BAD SECURITIES.

Attorneys for State May Offer 
(vidence in Trial of More 
** Juggled’’ Paper. 


lie financiering methods of former Judge 
Abner Smith during his brief career as pres!- 
dent of the Bank of America came strongly 
into the limelight at yesterday's hearing of 
the case against phe indicted officials of the 
institution. 

The first surprise came in the testimony of 
Assistant Cashier Robert 8. Howe, who was 
recalled as a witness by former Judge Water- 
man, one of Judge Smith's counsej. Mr. 
Howe dropped a boom into the camp of the 
defense by declaring that Smith signed a 
$250,000 check on the First National bank at 
a time when he had no deposit there and 
exhibited the check to prospective stock- 
holders as proof that he had subscribed per- 
sonally fcr one-half of the total capital stock 
and surplus of the Bank of America. 

The check, it is said by the prosecution, is 
still in existence. 


New Testimony in Hand. 

At the afternoon session William 8. Free- 
man, a Wilmette attorney, paved the way’for 
testimony which will be introduced within a 
few days concerning the alleged juggling of 
a $45,000 mortgage by Smith to satisfy the de- 
mands of the State Bank of Chicago for se- 
curity on a loan to the defendant. 

According to the attorneys for the state the 
transaction, which will be explained in court 
by Helge A.tHaugan, presijdent of the State 
Bank of Chicago, was in effect that Attorney 
Freeman signed a note for $30,000, which 
amount was placed to his credit in the Bank 
of America, and gave ag security a $45,000 
mortgage on property in. Evanston. Shortly 
aiter this President Haugan, who had loaned 
Smith $25,000 and accepted Bank of America 
stock to secure the loan, objected to the 
stock and asked for other security. 

Smith then went to Daniel D. Healy, then 
trust officer of the Bank of America, and de- 
manded Attorney Freeman's $45,000 mort- 
gage. The mortgage was taken to the State 
Bank of Chicago and deposited as security 
for the $25,000 loan, Attorney Freeman, who 
was in California, knowing nothing of the 
transaction, 

Upon Mr. Freeman's return inquiries were 
made concerning the mortgage, and Presi- 
dent Haugan, it is said, warned Smith. The 
latter persuaded three friends to sign notes 
for the necessary amount and the mortgage 
was recovered. Clarence 8S. Darrow, who 
signed one of these notes, will be placed on 
the stand by the state within a few days. 


Sorrow’s Bondsman Drops Him. 


The third surprise of the day cHme whea 
Simon Handberg, 3650 Forest avenue, bonds- 
man for Gustav F. Sorgew, vice president 
of the wrecked bank, announced that he had 
decided to surrender his bond. 

Handberg said that he had signed Sorrow’s 
bond, which was for $5,000, with the under- 
standing that his bond was secured by a 
$4,000 bond issued by the Metropolitan Sure- 
ty company. He had just learned, he said, 
that the $4,000 bond was issued on the first 
indictment against the defendant and that 
on the secondNandictment, the one on which 
the present trial is being conducted, his bond 
was the only security. 

Bank Examiner C. C.. Jones testified that 
at the time of the bank’s application for a 
charter he had gone with Smith, Vice Pres- 
ident Sorrow, and Cashier Pierce to the State 
Bank of Chicago where he found and counted 
$250,000 in cash. On the declaration of the 
Bank of America officials that this was the 
capital stock of the bank he signed and issued 
the charter. 

It is contended by the state that, according 
to the bank’s subscription list, each sub- 
scriber entered his subscription to be divided 
equally between the capital stock and the 
surplus, and that consequently only $125,000 
of the amount found by the bank examiner 
was actually capital stock. The total cap- 
ital stock and surplus was announced as 
$500,000. 

Attorney Young questioned Mr. Jones as 
to whether he knew or had made any in- 
quiries concerning the exact status of the 
cash deposited in the State Bank of Chicago, 
but failed to obtain any direct admissions. 
In regard to the $40,000 check alleged to have 
been “ kited’”’ in order to bring the deposit 
up to the required amount, Mr. Jones said: 

‘My recollection is that the amount cred- 
ited was upwards of $60,000.” 


Tells of Notes Found. 


He also testified that in subsequent ex- 
aminations of the bank’s books he had found 
that a total of about $149,000, an amount 
within 840,000 of the bank’s total deposits, 
had been loaned to F. E. Creelman on the 
paper of various interests, all, pr nearly all, 
of which are now in bankruptcy. 

He said that he had also found that the 
dérectors and stockholders owed about $240,- 
000 on their stock subscriptions, the amount 
being secured by a masse of notes. 

“T had a long conversation with the de- 
fendants, Smith, Sorrow, and Pierce,”’ said 
Mr. Jones, ‘“‘and warned them that a bad 
state of affairs existed and that they must 
take steps at once to eliminate the objection- 
able features. They appeared much dis- 
turbed and sald that everything would be 
made right. A few days later I examined 
their books and found no material change. 
Certain of the notes had been taken up, but 
others, just as objectionable, had been 
put in.”’ 

Tells of $250,000 Check. 

In testifying concerning the $250,000 check 
said to have been made out by Mr. Smith, As- 
sistant Cashier Howe said that Vice Presi- 
dent Sorrow, urging him to subscribe for 
stock, had shown him a subscription blank 
filled out with Smith’s subscription for $250,- 
000 worth of stock and a check on the First 
National bank for that amount, which, ac- 
cording to Sorrow, had been made out in 
payment. Smith admitted informally that 
he had had no account at the First National 
bank at the’time. 

Isaac N. Perry, president of the Federal 
National bank, will take the stand today 
and tell the story of the alleged “ kiting ”’ 
of a $40,000 cashier’s check to cover F. E. 
Creelman’s unpaid stock subscriptions and 
bring the amount of capital stock up to the 
amount necessary to secure the bank’s 
charter.

Senator Hinkle Opens Up Secrets of 
Last Legislature and Describes 
How He and Others Received Large 
Sums for Holding Up Bills and 
Passing Others — Second Witness 
Also Describes Deals by Which 
Ring Gained Money. 


Little Rock, Ark., April 4.—[{Spectal.]—The 
second day’s session of the trial of Senator 
A. W. Covington was replete with sensational 
and startling admissions of graft and cor- 
ruption in the last legislature. 

The revelations came when Col. G. W. 
Murphy of counsel for Covington asked Sen- 
ator John A. Hinkle if he knew anything of 
$7,500 being put up by way of a bribe to de- 
feat the passage of the beer inspection bill 

Objections te the question were raised by 
the state, but when Col. Murphy declared 
he wanted to get to the bottom of the whole 
matter Mr. Rhoton said: “ This is the point 
I have been atriving to obtain for two years. 
Let the flood gates be opened and let the 
truth be known.” 


‘Hinkle a Willing Witness. 


Then Hinkle told the story. He said that 
Senators Covington, Toney, Butt, Holland, 
and himself got money to kill the bill. He 
said he got $200 for his share, but did not 
know what the others received, as themoney 
was distributed in envelopes. 

Hinkle said the senators named received 
money on several bills, among them being 
the Argenta reannexation bill, the Felsen- 
thal District court bill, and the beer inspec- 
tion bili. 

He also testified that T. L. Cox gave Cov- 

ington $5,000 to look after bills affecting rail- 
roads, his share for hie part in that work be- 
ing $1,500. He said that $1,000 was put up to 
pass the Felsenthal bill and his share was 
$600. 
Senator Butt, Hinkle said, was paid $500 
to withdraw from the presidency of the 
senate race in favor of Covington. Hinkle 
also testified that Covington told him that 
he paid Senator Cross $250 to vote against 
the Littl Rock-Argenta reannexation bill. 
He understood the money on that bill came 
from Mayor Faucette of Argenta. 

Hinkle said he also received considerable 
money during the session of 1908 when he 
was first sent to the state senate. 

Second Witness Tells of Big Graft. 

Hinkle was followed by M. In. L. Cook. 
He said George W. Caldwell, one of the state 
capitol contractors, gave him $12,500 to pass 
through the legislature the bill appropriat- 
ing $800,000 to complete the state capitol. 

Of that money he gave Senator Covington 
$7,000 to see that the bill passed the senate 
and to secure a favorable report on the state 
capitol work from Special Architect Frank 
Day of Philadelphia, who was-aent to Lit- 
tle Rock to make a thorough investigation 
of the building. 


OFFICIAL CANVASS OF VOTE

Count Shows Loss of 131 for Busse 
and a Gain of 73 for Dunne—Trac- 
tion Gains. ! 


The official canvass of Tuesday's vote be- 
gan yesterday in the offices of the election 
commissioners, At 9:80 o'clock last night, 
when the board adjourned until today, twelve 
wardg had been canvassed. In these Busse 
lost 131 votes and Dunne gained 73.

In 
this ward Dunne gained 58 in the Twentieth 
precinct and lost lin the Twenty-first. 

In the Fifth ward Busse gained 1 votein the 
Nineteenth precinct.

CONVICTED SLAYER SET FREE. 


Indiana Supreme Court Orders Libera- 
tion of James Gillespie, Found 
Guilty of Killing Sister. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 4.—By a decision of 
the Supreme court, handed down today, 
James Gillesple of Rising Sun, serving a lif 
sentence In the state prison for the murder 
of his sister, is set free. The decision is 
based on the ground that an error was com- 
mitted in not granting a new.trial. It holds 
that further prosecution be abandoned. 

Miss Elizabeth Gillespie, a woman of mic- 
dle age, was killed Dec, 3, 1908, by: a load 0! 
shot from a shotgun fired through the win- 
dow of a room of her home. Her brother, 
James GHlespie, together with Beile Howard 
and Mr. ané Mrs. Myron Barbour, were in- 
dicted and placed on trial charged with the 
crime. The jury disagreed, and later Gilles- 
pie, who elected to be tried separately, was 
placed on trial and convicted in 1005. He 
was sentenced to prison for life The other 
three defendants were later acquitted. 

In the first trial, after the jury had been 
sworn, it was found that one of the jurors 
was a second cousin of the deceased husband 
of Belle Howard, one of the defendants.

March 80 the Baltimore and Ohio and Chi- 
cago railroad company and the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad company, through Cal- 
houn, Lyford & Sheean, filed a petition in 
the United States Circuit court asking leave 
to assume the bonded indebtedness of the 
company of $15,000,000 and accrued interest 
for two years. This would give the Balti- 
more and Ohio interests complete possession 
of the property, and it would be in a posti- 
tion to oust all other tenants except the 
Chicago Great Western, which is operating 
under a contract made prior to the mort- 
gage, and cannot be disturbed. 

The Baltimore and Ohio interests clatm 
their action is simply one of self-protection, 
as, under their contract, the new owners 
of the property will have the option of,taking 
over or rejecting the lease under which the 
terminals are being used. 


Terminal Opposes B. and O. 

The terminal company takes a different 
view of the matter and yesterday, through 
Jesse R. Barton, general attorney, filed an 
answer to the petition asking the court to 
deny the plea of the Baitimore and Ohio on 
the ground that if it is allowed to assume the 
entire bonded indebtedness it will have a 
tendency to stifle competition when the prop- 
erty is offered for sale and to strengthen the 
plea, it is asserted, the property is worth 
much in excese of the bonded indebtedness. 

The story the Baltimore and Ohio lease 
is peculiar. A lease was executed in the 
name of the St. Louls, Peoria and Northern, 
a railroad which never had a line into Chi- 
cago and which afterwards became the prop- 
érty of the Illinois Central south of Spring- 
field, and of the Chicagd and Alton from 
Springfield to Peoria, the rent being guaran- 
teed by the roads at the time using the ter- 
mindle of the grand central depot. It was 
stipulated in the lease that if the roads guar- 
anteeing the rent saw fit they could substi- 
tute either the Baltimore and Ohio or the 
Chicago and Alton for the St. Louis, Peoria 
and Northern, and thus get front under the 
guarantee.

EVIDENCE FOR THE DEFENSE IN 
GOLD CUP SCANDAL CASE. 


Veterinary Schreiber Says Louw Dillon 
Merely Had the ‘““‘Thumps’”’ on the 
Day That Major Delmar Beat Her 
at Memphis—Either Whisky or 
Champagne a Good Antidote, a 
Statement Which at Once Interests 
Attorneys on Both Sides. 


New York, April 4.—[{Special.]—Veterinary 
experts again were the main witnesses today 
at the continuation of the trial before Justice 
Greenbaum and a jury of the suit brought by 
the Memphis Trotting association against 
BE. B. Smathers to recover the gold cup that 
Smather’s gelding, Major Delmar, won three 
years ago by beating Lou Dillon. 

Veterinary Surgeon Springer of Cleveland 
said he thought aconite was responsible for 


-Lou Dillon’s condition, and Robert McCully 


of this city also said he thought the mare 
must have been doped. He did not see her, 
but Springer did right after the race. Mc- 
Cully was closely examined concerning the 
effects of aconite on horses, and he caused a 
ripple of laughter among the counsel by say- 
ing whisky or champagne was & good aati- 
dote for the drug, also forthethumps. Law- 
yer Ewing, for Smathers, expressed the wish 
that he was suffering from the thumps at 
that moment, to which ex-Judge Hatch, 
counsel for the association, replied the dis- 
ease Was not absolutely necessary to get the 
remedy. 


Want Billings on Stand. 

The absence of C. K. G. Billings, owner 
of/Lou Dillon, caused counsel for the Mem- 
phis association to ask leave to close the 
plaintiff's case with permission to call Mr. 
Billings when he should get here from Chi- 
cago, Ex-Judge Coyne, for Smathers, op- 
posed the application vigorously, saying 
Billings was the real plaintiff in the action 
and that he should be in court to testify if 
necessary. Justice Greenbaum asaid he 
would consider. the objection when Mr. Bill- 
ings came to court. 

The case for Smathers then was opened 
by Mr. Coyne, who told the jury the defense 
proposed to show that Major Delmar really 
outclassed Lou Dillon and that the mare 
was not in good shape on the day of the 
race, but was suffering from thumps; that 
George Spear, the former employé of Smath- 
ers, who testified Smathers had spoken to 
him about “fixing” things, had never 
breathed a word of jis story till after he 
had been discharged by Smathers for good 
reasons. 

Charles C.. Christie, a Kansas City horse 
owner, was the first witness for the defense. 
He testified that Major Delmar was in his 
finest condition the day of the race against 
Lou Dillon. 
horse himself, both before Smathers arrived 
at the track and after. Christie and Smath- 
ers were together all during the races. 


Experts for the Defense. 

Julius W. Schreiber, a Memphis veterina- 
rian, testified he had examined Lou Dillon 
immediately after the race at the request of 
the judges. He found her suffering from 
thumps, and prescribed for her on that diag- 
nosis, with the result that she reeovered al- 
most at once. Schreiber in answer to a 
hypothetical question said he did not think 
the mare was drugged. 

On cross examination Dr. Schreiber said he 
was sure the mare only had thumps and was 
not suffering from palpitation of the heart. 
He also maintained that aconite in a sufficient 
dose to make a horse stop during the race 
would be dangerous. 

David Block, an inspector of animals in 
the department of commerce, testified that 
aconite would paralyze a horse if given in 
any quantity and that nicotine would cause 
instant death. Block thought Lou Dillon 
was overtrained for the race and stopped for 
that reason. His examination will continue 
tomorrow.

Cheyenne, Wyo., April 4.—The special 
federal grand jury here last night returned 
five indictments against E. M. Holbrook, 
president of the Wyoming Coal Mining com- 
pany, which owns the Monarch and other 
mines in Sheridan county, Wyoming; E. T. 
McCarthy, a former businéss associate of 
Holbrook; E. BE. Lonabaugh, a Sheridan at- 
torney, and Robert McPhilamey, a real 
estate dealer of Sheridan. The indictments 
charge conspiracy with intent to defraud the 
government. 


Accused in Sale of Land. 

Holbrook and McCarthy are reputed-to be 
millionaires. McCarthy is engaged in zinc 
and lead mining enterprises in Missouri. 
Lonabaugh and McPhilamey are charged 
with taking up coal lands and selling them to 
the company. They are in this city and have 
been held in $5,000 bonds. The other two 
men have not been apprehended.

When 
I] gave the order I turned either to Mr. Hough, 
my stenographer, or Mr. Dady, my financial 
clerk, who was standing by my side, and 
said: ‘I have no earthly use for these old 
books, and it is only an unnecessary expense 
to send them across the continent. They sim- 
ply contain my personal correspondence.’ 

“ This was done in the best of faith and not 
to destroy anything I regarded as official. 
My motive simply was that I had no further 
use for them. I had had no occasion to refer 
to them daring the six years they had been 
accumulating. They had answered their pur- 
pose, and I considered them as belonging to 
me, a8 much my property as the coat on my 
1 did it in the open day with the clerks 
all about me,”
